PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3 (AP) 
-~A lawyer for the trucking in- 
dustry said yesterday Senator 


John W. Bricker (Rep.), Ohio, 
was “regularly carried on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad payroll” 
and had received from it more 
than $100,000 in a three-year 


period. 
.The statement was made by 


Harold E. Kohn, counsel for 
the truckers, in trial of the suit 
and counter suit filed by 31 
eastern railroads and _ the 
Penngylvania Motor Truck As- 
sociation and 37 trucking firms. 

Kohn’s statement was dis- 
puted by Philip Price, counsel 
for the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
who is acting as chief trial at- 
torney for the railroads. 

In a statement read to United 
States District Court Judge 
Thomas J, Clary, who is hearing 
both suits simultaneously with- 
out a jury, Price said Kohn’s 
elaim was “erroneous.” 

‘Paid to Law Firm.’ 


“The fees paid to which Mr. 
Kohn referred were not paid to 
Senator Bricker but to the law 
firm of Bricker, Marburger, 
Evatt and Barton, in Columbus, 
Q., which has represented the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in Co- 
lumbus and rendered general 
legal services to it for a num- 
ber of years,” Price said. 

“All fees paid to that firm 
have been for legal services 
rendered to the railroad. Sen- 
ator Bricker does not person- 
ally represent the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. His firm is one of 
several hundred firms which 
rendered general legal services 
to the P.R.R. throughout the 
country. 

“As your honor knows, many 
members of Congress continue 
while in Congress to engage in 
practicing law, or retain asso- 
ciation with their law firms. 
Nothing is unusual or improper 
in regard to this practice.” 

Kohn entered an objection to 
Price’s statement, but was over- 
tuled by Judge Clary.

The truckers are suing the 
eastern railroads for $250,000,- 
000, charging illegal restraint 
of trade. The railroads filed 
a counter-suit seeking $120,000,- 
000, also under the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act. 

The Bricker discussion arose 
when Gerald F. Swinehart, 
board chairman of Carl 
Byoir and Associates, New York 
public relations firm, was on 
the witness stand. The Byoir 
firm handled public relations 
for the eastern railroads and 
Was named a co-defendant in 
the truckers’ suit.

Reds Often Print A 
| stracts Before Publi- 
cation in America, 
CIA Officer Says. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3 (AP)—A 
Central Intelligence Agency of- 
fice said today that abstracts of 
papers by American scientists 
are sometimes published in the 
Soviet Union before they ap- 
pear in United States scientific 
journals. 


Dr. Herbert Scoville Jr., as- 
sistant director of the CIA, said 
the Russians’ abstracting serv- 
ice, operated as “a state matter” 
prints sufficient scientific mat- 
ter from all sources to com- 
pare in size with 35 volumes of 
the Encyclopedia Britannica 
each year. 

Seoville said in an address 
to the National Electronics Con- 
ference that Russian high 
school students receive more 
scientific training than do those 
in the United States. 

“Compared with American 
high school graduates, less than 
10 per cent’ of whom have tak- 
en as much as a year in physics 
or chemistry, and even fewer 
any advanced mathematics,” 
Scoville said, “the Soviet high 
school graduate has a much bet- 
ter science foundation.” ' 


In 1955, he said, 60 per cent 
of all Soviet college graduates 
had specialized in scientific- 
technical fields, as compared 
with about 25 per cent in the 
United States. " 

“In engineering alone,” pe 
said, “the Soviet Union gradu- 
ated twice as many as the 
United States.” ‘ 

He predicted that in 1960 
the Soviei Union would gradu- 
ate 155,000 science students, 
compared with 126,000 in Amer- 
ica, and in the physical §&ci- 
ences and engineering, 90,0 
compared with 65,000. ; 

He said that narrow speciali- 
zation in Soviet technical edu- 
cation “tends to create a nar- 
rowness of outlook and may 
well reduce the Soviet scientist's 
chances of producing origitial

CINCINNATI, O.,' Oct. 3 — 
Impact of development of | 
atomic energy and other power 
generating sources on the fu- 
ture of the coal mining indus- 


try in the United States was 
under consideration today by 
delegates to the convention of 
the United Mine Workers of 
Americ?. 

Faced with increasing mecha- 
nization, resulting in a rela- 
tively few mines with small 
crews accounting for the bulk 
of production with other mines 
and miners idle, delegates were 
frankly concerned about the fu- 
ture of their union. But they 
were told yesterday by their 
officers that in 19 years elec- 
trical power energy will re- 
quire more than 500,000,000 
tons of coal annually of-a total 
industrial consumption of from 
800,000,000 to 1,000,000,000 tons. 
Predicted consumption for this 
year is 525,000,000 tons. 

| A report by the international 
officers of the union stated that 
impact of the introduction of 
nuclear power upon the coal 
industry depends upon eco- 
nomic expansion of our country 
and upon development of the 
electrical power industry. 

Huge Demand Foreseen. 
Based on surveys by experts, 
it was stated in the report, the 
United States will require 1400 
billion kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity by 1975 as compared to 
400 billion kilowatt electricity 
consumed in 1954 when the 
power industry used 116,000,000 
tons of coal. 
Power study groups, it was 
pointed out, concluded that if 
atomic power becomes com- 
petitive in 1975 it would take 
but ten percent of the milowatt 
output. 

“If coal then maintains only 
its present share of electrical 
output,” it stated, “600 billion 
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kilowatt hours of electricity 
would be produced by coal, 
Thus the electrical power indus- 
try alone would consume over 
360,000,000 tons of coal. as com- 
pared to the 116,000,000 con- 
sumed in 1954 and «pproximate- 
ly 140,000,000 tons last year. 
“Actually, the picture is even 
|better than that, because coal 
‘is taking over more and more 
of the electrical energy mar- 
Ket. It is not expected that 
either oil or gas will take any 
of the new market after 1965 
so that most experts conclude 
that 500,000,000 or more tons 
will be used by electrical power 
energy in 1975 and that the 
total consumption of coal in all

HENNINGS ATTACKS 
6}. FARM POLICY 


Urges Production of More 
Food for Needy in U.S, 
and Abroad. 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


HOUSTON, Mo., Oct. 3—The 
Government’s farm policy 
should be aimed at providing 
more food for needy persons at 
home and abroad, instead of 
curtailing agricultural produc- 
tion, United States Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. told a 
Demecratic rally here last night. 

“It makes a lot more sense to 
me,” he declared, “to subsidize 


the health of underfed people 
in our country than to subsidize 


our money-lenders with high 
interest rates.” 

Hennings, Democratic candi- 
date for re-election, said res- 


toration of farm prosperity is a 
complex problem, which has 
been tackled from many angles. 
The Democratic party, he add- 
ed, proposes to do this through 
the food stamp plan and expan- 
sion of the school lunch pro- 
gram. 

“Of course, this may sound 
like socialism to the reaction- 
aries of the country,” Hennings 
continued. “That's ‘what they 
said about our establishment of 
the social security program 
backein the 30s.” 

He charged the Republican 
Administration with “stunting 
the nation’s economic growth 
by short-sighted economic pol- 
icy Which primarily benefits a 
few powerful and ruthless men 
who know what they want and 
how to get it.” He also crit- 
icized the Republicans for cut- 
ting federal expenditures for 
education, health, child care, 
slum clearance and “other hu- 
manitarian purposes.” 


SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 
UP 7.9 PGT.IN COUNTY 


91,047 Pupils — Largest 
Increase in Load Is in 
Kindergartens. 


Enrollment in St. Louis coun- 
ty public schools this year to- 
taled 91,047 pupils, an increase 
of 7.9 per cent over the 84,405 
enrolled last year, George W. 
Vossbrink, county school super- 
intendent, announced today. 

The largest increase in class- 
room load was in the kindergar- 
tens. Vossbrink’s figures 
showed an increase there of 
15.9 per cent. Next largest in- 
crease was in grades from nine 
to 12, which showed a 11.5 per 
cent jump. From grades one 
to eight, the enrollment was 
5.5 per cent more than last year. 

Largest increase in any one 
district occurred in the Fergu- 
son-Florissant R-2 District. En- 
roliment rose to 6688 pupils, 
932 more than last year. The 


largest school district in the 
county is Ritenour with an en- 
rolilment of 9174, an increase 
of 327 over last year. 

Four school districts showed 
decreases in enrollments. They 
were Brentwood, with 11 fewer 
pupils than last year and a to- 
tal enrollment of 1883; Kinloch, 
with a drop of 50 for a total of 
1222; Maplewood - Richmond 
Heights, a decrease of 19 and 
a total of 2947, and Scudder in 
Robertson, with 18 fewer for 
a total of 203. 

Enrollment in St. Louis city 
schools this year totaled 92,798, 
an increase of 1284 over last 
year’s enrollment. Enrollment 
in elementary schools was 73,- 
771, high schools, 18,024 and 
college, 1003. High school reg- 
istration dropped 779, but the 
elementary school enrollment 
increased by 1325.

DATA IN BUSINESS MERGERS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP) 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission said yesterday it is 
‘considering revising its rules to 
yeqguire corporations to give full 
“financial data to stockholders 
who are called upon to vote on 
mergers, consolidations or other 
business transactions. 

SEC noted that corporations 
must now give investors such 
information when offering new 
stock or other securities. The 
law requires that this be done 
by registration of ‘the securities 
and the filing of a prospectus. 

“With the development of the 
economy and changes in the tax 
statutes,” SEC said, “‘there has 
‘been’ a tremendous increase in 
“transactions between corpora- 
tions by way of mergers, con- 
solidations, reclassifications of 
securities and acquisition of as- 
sets which affect materially the 
rights of security holders.”

Now some Repub- 
ligan leaders see this cut, per- 
haps, to 100,000 or 150,000. But 
Democrats insist that, because 
of their superior organization 
work, including the registra- 
tion of voters in every section 
of the state, the Eisenhower 
lead will be wiped out en- 
tirely. 

Michigan a Battleground. 


Take it by and large, Michi- 
gan appears at this writing to 
be a battleground, although the 


edge is decidedly with Mr. 
Eisenhower. 

In making political calcula- 
tions i« Michigan, it should 


be remembered that in the last 
six presidential elections—1932 
to 1952 inclusive—the Demo- 
crats have carried Michigan 
three times and the Republi- 
cans three times. The late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt won in 
1932, 1936 and 1944. Former 
President Truman was defeat- 
ed in 1948 here—but Henry 
Wallace picked up 45,000 votes 
as a Progressive candidate in 
that year and Dewey’s lead over 
Truman was only 35,000. 


A poll taken for the Detroit 


News by the Oudersluys Market- | 


Opinion Research Co, and pub- 
lished Sept. 16 and 19, showed 
Mr. Eisenhower well in the lead 
over Stevenson. Indeed, it 
showed Mr. Eisenhower an easy 
winner. The poll was taken, 
however, before the campaign 
ef the Democrats had got well 
under way. 

The poll gave Stenvenson a 
5 to 4 edge in Wayne county 
(Detroit), but Mr. Eisenhower 
outstate was shown to be strong- 
er by more than 2 to 1. Tradi- 
tionally, Wayne county casts 
about 38 per cent of the total 
vote of the state. 

If the poll is accurate, there 
is no real revolt among the 
farmers. 

Mr. Eisenhower will get a sub- 
stantial vote among the indus- 
trial workers, despite the effort 
of the union leaders to turn the 
labor vote over to Stevenson. 

The poll divided the respond- 
ents into groups. It showed Mr. 
Eisenhower with 75.5 per cent 
ef the rural vote to 23.4 per 
cent for Stevenson, and with 
54.5 per cent of the urban vote 
to 44.9 per cent for Stevenson. 
it showed, too, Mr. Eisenhower 
with 64.4 per cent of the white 
vote to 34.8 per cent for Steven- 
son. The women, apparently, are

Power of Adm. Radford 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff, who also head Army, 
Navy and Air Force, were set up originally to 
be the principal military advisers to the Presi- 
dent, the National Security Council and the Sec- 
retary of Defense. The Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the fourth man, was never ex- 
‘pected to detract from their functioning. He now 
is detracting from their functions. 

This becomes apparent as the Department of 
Defense's moves to replace conventional forces 
with nuclear forces become more deliberate. 
There are now indications that the Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff is acquiring undue 
power at expense of the three Chiefs. Marquis 
W. Childs, a Post-Dispatch Washington corre- 
spondent, writes that Adm. Arthur W. Radford, 
the Chairman, has issued a directive which the 
three service chiefs of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force fear will hamstring them as Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and give Radford sole authority over 
the nation’s armed forces. 

The growth of Adm. Radford’s power has 
been noticed by members of Congress, too. Sena- 
tor Humphrey of Minnesota, highly praised 
Senator Bridges of New Hampshire for calling 
attention to the gradual undermining of the 
present system of joint responsibility. As Sen- 
ator Humphrey expressed it, Adm. Radford was 
“exerting increasing influence if not authority 
over the Joint Chiefs of Staff in their delibera- 
tions and their findings and the manner ir which 
their views are presented or even not presented 
to the civilian officials of the Department of 
Defense and to congressional committees.” 

Why should any change be made in the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff system? Why should Adm. Rad- 
ford need more power as chairman than Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley did when he held that office? 
Is it because the national security is going to 
become completely dependent on nuclear weap- 
ons and nuclear strategy? 

There seems to be an over-emphasis at every 
turn these days on nuclear strategy. Secretary 
of the Air Force Quarles made a policy speech 
in Washington last Wednesday in which he 
warned that while this nation wanted peace “the 
strongest deterrent posture we can assume” will 
be necessary for some years. The posture, he 
added, “is one featuring our best weapons and 
a known intent to use them selectively, with dis- 
crimination, but decisively and at once.” 

There may well have been an echo from those 
words. An Associated Press dispatch by James 
Cary from Guam last Saturday quoted Brig. Gen. 
Nils O. Ohman, commander of the Third Air 
Division, as saying: “The next war will be over 
like that,” as he snapped his fingers. It used to 
be that the most zealous of the air power advo 
cates spoke of 30-day wars. Now it is down to 
something like a snap of the fingers. 

There is too much evidence that conventional 
forces are being sacrificed in favor of nuclear 
forces and that what might otherwise be a 
limited war would, under these circumstances, 
have to be a nuclear war. Explanations are in 
order. 

If Secretary of Defense Wilson has no expla- 
nation then President Eisenhower ought to pro- 
vide one. There is no better time for clarifica- 
tion than right now. 
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Hogs, Pork and Votes 


Two things may be said about Secretary Ben- 
son's announcement that he will consider a Gov- 
ernment pork purchase program if hog prices 
fall below $14.50 or $15 a hundredweight. 

In the first place, it should be noted that Mr. 
Benson did not start pork purchases a year ago 
this fall until the price of hogs had sunk well 
below $14 a hundred. Could it possibly be that 
the Secretary is more sharply sensitive to the 
market this year, and if so, could that possibly 
be because of the election ahead? 

Secondly, the history of last year’s pork pur- 
chase program is worth recalling. According to 
figures supplied by the Department of Agricul- 
ture to Senator Humphrey in February, that 
program had virtually no effect on the price of 
hogs. Between mid-November and mid-January, 
when the pork purchase program was in effect, 
the price of hogs continued dropping by $2 a 
hundred. Curiously enough, the price of the. 
canned pork, ham and luncheon meat bought by 
Mr. Benson went up by as much as $4.77 a 
hundred during the same period. 

Last year Vice President Nixon was reported 
to have put on the pressure which forced Mr. 
Benson unrwillingly.into pork buying. This year 
the pressure apparently comes from the same 
source. According to New York Times Corre- 
spondent William M. Blair, Mr. Nixon has indi- 
cated to Middle Western Republican leaders 
that he wants to “make certain” that hog prices 
do not slip below $15 a hundred. 

There is, of course, no doubt whatever about 
the cause of Mr. Nixon’s market sensitivity. Just 
now, he is thinking of the election and nothing 
but the election. 
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A Good War 

Mexico is starting a campaign in which all the 
world will wish it success. It is launching an all- 
out drive against malaria. Twenty-four thousand 
persons a year die of the disease in that country. 
With World Health Organization technical and 
financial assistance an army of 10,000 doctors, 
nurses and other workers is now proposing to do 
something about it. 

That something can be done about it is shown 
by one of our American states. Mississippi had 
411 deaths from malaria in 1925, and something 
like half its population had felt the scourge of 
malarial parasites in the bloodstream. In 1951 
only 20 cases were reported in the entire state. 
Today children are growing up to whom it comes 
as a complete surprise to learn that Mississippi 
was once malarial. : 

One day not too long hence we all hope that 
will also be true for children in Mexico. 
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What Price Dope Peddling 

Ezra Harris, one of the worst offenders in 
the policy racket in this city, has been haled 
into court three times in as many days on an 
assortment of charges, and has draw# the mild 
sentence of four years in the penitentiary on 
conviction of traffic in heroin. 

Nationally the penalties for dope-peddling are 
being tightened. A bill enacted by the last Con- 
gress roughly doubled the punishment. It was 
aimed particularly at heroin, which is at present 
playing the deadliest role in the entire dope 
traffic. These penalties seem excessively severe 
and likely to be self-defeating, but four years 
for heroin-peddling by a confirmed law-breaker 
seems, to the contrary, excessively light. 

Harris was found guilty two years ago of 
running a lottery, and fined $500. Last year he 
settled a $184,000 federal income tax claim for 
$23,425. In his three recent appearances in 
court in an equal number of days he was found 
not guilty of receiving stolen property by a

MeMillian, fined $400 by Judge McMillian on 
a plea of guilty of feloniously occupying prop-

Peron Is a Poor Issue 

Adlai Stevenson has accused the Eisenhower 
Administration of “appeasing” Juan Peron, Ar- 
gentina’s fallen dictator. Secretary of State 
Dulles replies that it was the Truman Admin- 
istration which appeased Peron, while the Eisen- 
hower Administration may take substantia) credit 
for his downfall. What is the truth? 

The truth is that in a decade the State De- 
partment has done some remarkably. clumsy 
shifting in Argentine policy, but that the policy 
toward Peron did not change much between the 
last years of the Truman Administration and 
those of its successor. 

Everyone should remember the State Depart- 
ment’s White Paper in 1946 which accused Peron 
of fostering a Nazi bloc in South America. This 
was the reverse of appeasement; Argentina 
thought it came close to interference. Sumner 
Welles, former Under Secretary of State, 
charged that the inept attack actually helped 
bring Peron to full power. 

After this postwar adventure the State Depart- 
ment settled down to “correct” relations which 
gradually became more friendly with the Peron 
Government. Mr. Truman named Albert F. Nufer 
Ambassador, and the Dulles State Department 
kept him on despite protests from anti-Peron 
elements that Mr. Nufer was unusually friendly 
with Peron. 

Contrary to the impression which Mr. Steven- 
son created in the prepared text of a speech, 
which was not delivered in that form, the present 
Administration did not make more loans to 
Peron than the previous one. A $125,000,000 
credit was arranged in 1950. In 1955, a $60,000.- 
000 credit was granted three months before 
revolt broke out in Argentina, It was never used. 

Peron himself reacted sweetly to American 
gestures in 1953, when he abandoned open anti- 
Americanism and welcomed President Eisenhow- 
er’s touring brother, Dr. Milton Eisenhower, with 
a gala reception. More important, he granted a 
special oil exploration contract to Standard Oil 
of California. Even Peronistas charged this was 
“abject surrender” to Yankee imperialism. At 
any rate such a contract would have been impos- 
sible without most friendly diplomatic relations. 

This record does not put halos on anyone’s 
head in Washington. Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, 
whom Peron deposed as director of La Prensa, 
comments that both the Truman and Eisenhower 
Administrations appeased Peron. 

Adlai Stevenson hag no choice but to swallow 
the Truman record on Argentina when accusing 
the Eisenhower Administration of appeasement. 
And Secretary of State Dulles ought to swallow 
some of his own record before contending that 
this Administration should “get credit” for 
Peron’s downfall because it “did not bring into 
play forces that would have kept Peron in 
power.” This is claiming credit for doing nothing. 

Neither political party can claim much credit 
or lay much blame for what happened in Argen- 
tina. That big republic went its own way, and 
most of the time Washington just went along.

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‘Veil of Silence’ 

Congressman Robert H. Mollohan of West Vir- 
ginia accuses the Justice Department of impos- 
ing a “veil of silence” on the administration of 
Immigration Commissioner Joseph M. Swing. 
Mr. Mollohan is a West Virginia Democrat, and 
his charge at this time may appear to have 
political connotations, but it is not a new charge 
and it deserves a hearing. 

Mr. Mollohan’s House subcommittee investi- 
gated Gen. Swing’s operations and raised two 
questions of personal conduct. One was that the 
General used\an immigration officer to recruit 
a maid for himself in Juarez, Mexico. The other 
was that the General improperly employed Gov- 
ernment equipment, such as immigration service 
vehicles and planes, for hunting trips to Mexico. 

On top of that, the subcommittee cited an in- 
cident of considerable importance to American 
relations with Mexico, The Immigration Service 
crowded some 500 Mexican “wetbacks” or illegal 
farm migrants Onto the ship Mercurio I. When 
that boat reached Tampico on Aug. 26, at least 
33 jumped overboard and four did not reach 
shore. The Mexican press was outraged and 
the Government demand an inquiry. 

Earlier in the year, the Mollohan subcommit- 
tee disclosed that.ethe Mercurio I carried only 
two lifeboats for the 500 Mexicans aboard. Mr. 
Mollohan says the ship lacked facilities of every 
kind for so many persons and was “unfit for 
human use.” But so far the only groups which 
have investigated the Immigration Service's use 
of this vessel have been the Mollohan subcom- 
mittee and the Immigration Service. Naturally 
the latter cleared itself. 

Hence Congressman Mollohan’s charges with 
respect to the agency under the President's West 
Point classmate, Gen. Swing, ought to receive 
the attention of the Justice Department. The 
silence is beginning to sound a little loud.

In speeches in Wisconsin and else- 
where he played on voter emotions by 
pointing to children in the audience 
and saying “look at these boys of 14, 
15 and 16 years of age . . . they must 
have some hope that they won't be 
fighting in Korea.” 

He said that the war resulted from 
a lack of “intelligence” and lack of 
“intestinal forti- 
tude.” He and 
other Republican 
campaigners made 
the most of what 
Senator Taft called 
“Truman's war.” 

In his current 
campaign, Nixon 
has returned a num-

Korean war. There is less emphasis this 
time, but the old implications are still 
there. He puts it this way: “Ask the 


mothers and fathers, the wives and 
loved ones of the 157,000 Americans 
who were killed, wounded or missing 
in Korea whether we have war or peace 
today.” 

Just last August, when accepting the 
Republican renomination for Vice Pres- 
ident, Nixon’s tack was different. The 


“greatness and nobility” of America, he 
said, was its love of freedom. He added: 
“It is that love of freedom that three 
times in this century (World War I, 
World War II and Korea) sent Ameri- 
can soldiers abroad to help other men 
keep their freedom.” 


In 1953 Nixon told the American Le- 
gion this: “Let’s recognize right now 
that the decision to go into Korea was 
right . . . on this issue President Tru- 
man was right, and he deserves credit 
for making that decision.” 

In 1954 he told the nation’s governors 
at Lake George, N.Y., that the Korean 
war wasn’t America’s fault at all—but 
the fault entirely of the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

What was Korea? It apparently de- 
pends on the year and the time. It was 
a necessary, “right” and noble war for 
freedom at all times except the few 
weeks before an election—and then it 
becomes “Truman's war” again. 

A good many sincere voters have 
asked critics of. Nixon: “Well, what's 
wrong with Nixon? Just tell me one 
thing against him.” 

One of the simplest examples of why 
millions don’t want Nixon in a position 
to be President is this quality shown by 
his shifting—and shifty—remarks about 
the Korean war. 

This is also an example of why many 
persons refer to Vice President Nixon 
as “Tricky Dick.” 


Crocodile Tears Over Air Safety

In the military, the handiest device 
for covering up the truth (and some 
colossal boners) is the term “military 
security.” In aviation, the catch phrase 
is “in the interest of safety.” At the 
moment, official spokesmen for the pro- 
fessional airline and military pilots are 
hell-bent on a program to take over 
the entire airspace for their exclusive 
preserve—“in the interest of safety,” of 
course. 

It all started quite some time ago, 
when the airline pilots themselves 
roundly condemned the lack of cockpit 
visibility in airline aircraft. The airline 
people got together with the aircraft 
manufacturers under the aegis of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers, and 
came up with a firm set of minimum 
requirements for safe cockpit visibility 
in transport. This was hack in August 
of 1952. A.O.P.A. had nothing whatever 
to do with this, but we applauded the 
forward step. 

Years passed, but more and more 
transport aircraft were turned out into 
the airspace with dangerously deficient 
cockpit visibility. Near-misses and ac- 
tual collisions involving airline aircraft 
began to make hair-raising reading. 


Finally, in March, A.O.P.A. asked the 
Civil Aeronautics Board to stop the con-

No kidding; the representatives of the 
transport aircraft manufacturers have 
actually gone on record, saying that it's 
best to leave the existing aircraft dan- 
gerous so that the new designs will look 
better by comparison! And they add 
the threat. that, if they’re forced to 
make the present airplanes safer, then 
they’ll only make the new ones that safe 
and no safer! 

The spokesman for the personal-plane 
manufacturers wasn’t far behind: “We 
believe the A.O.P.A. proposal . . . is 
unrealistic and unnecessary.” And when 
you consider all the whooping and hol- 
lering the Air Line Pilots Association 
has done, “fighting the good fight for 
the safety of the flying public, etc.,” 
they too got surprisingly wishy washy 
when the chips were down: “We consid- 
er present cockpit visibility standards 
as minimum standards .. .” 

First, there aren't any standards to- 
day that anyone .officially recognizes, 
And they aren't fooling when they say 
today’s cockpit visibility is the mini- 
mum. A Ford sedan is a veritable green- 
house when compared with the cockpit 
of a modern airliner. The Ford cruises 
in traffic at some 30 m.p.h., and the 
driver only has to worry about seeing 
ahead and to the sides. The modern lin- 
er cruises over 300 m.p.h., and can run

Even the bare outline of the life of .. 
the Vicomte de Foucauld reads like 
an implausible romance. The more one 
learns of him the less probable he be- 
comes, but, there he was. Born to 
wealth and position, fat, lazy, cynical, »- 
a woman chaser and sybaritic spend- . 
thrift, he became in turn a cavalry of- 
ficer, an honored geographer, a Trap- 
pist Monk, an ascetic for whom the 
Trappists were not austere engygh, a 
desert priest living in the most Sftreme 
poverty, a scholarly writer of diction- 
aries and, finally, a martyr. 

Ever since his murder in a mud fort 
in the Sahara during a rebellion of the 
desert tribes his life has challenged 
biographers. Between Rene Bazin’s bi- 
ography in 1921 and this most recent 
work some 12 major efforts have been 
made to explain him.

To present a man in a biography and 
to show him as one person, not five or 
ten people, requires the discovery of 
some kind of unifying principle. For 
Foucauld it was violence, extreme vio- 
lence. It marked even his laziness and 
addiction to pleasure. From first to last 
he had an ungovernable disposition to 
push everything to extremes. At Saint 
Cyr he incurred 45 punishments for 
negligence, laziness and disobedience.

Ball and Supper Held 
Under One Roof for 
First Time in 41 
Years — Elegant At- 
mosphere Impressive.

HE largest and probably the 

gayest party ever to honor 

a Veiled Prophet Queen 
was given last night for Miss 
Helene Brown Bakewell after 
her coronation in Convention 
Hall of Kiel Auditorium. With- 
in an hour after graceful, 
brown-eyed Queen Helene had 
knelt to receive the Prophet's 
favor, an exquisite jeweled 
platinum crown, she and more 
than 1200 loyal subjects were 


. on their way to the north end /|* 


of the auditorium for her own 
party 
For the first time in the 41 
years that have elapsed since 
the Queen’s Supper has been 
recognized as an integral part 
of the night’s festivities, the 
ball and the supper were held 
under one roof. The great stone 
Auditorium building blazed 
with light from Market street to 
Clark avenue and from Four- 
teenth to Fifteenth streets. 


In numbers, last night’s gala 
party topped the previous rec- 
ord of 1946, year of the first 
ball after World War II. That 
October the Prophet returned 
again to St. Louis to crown a 
queen (Anne Desloge, now Mrs. 
Louis Werner II, was his choice) 
after an absence of four years, 
and men stood in line for hours 
at Hotel Jefferson where 
Queens’ Suppers were held for 
more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, insisting on “just one more 
table.” 

Exception to Tradition. 

Changes are few in the King- 
dom of Khorassan, faraway 
land of the veiled ruler, where 
a camel caravan in the distance 
makes dinner table conversation 
and the rise of Orion in the 
heavens is a noteworthy event. 
Consequently in St. Louis, the 
Prophet’s adopted city, his 
emissaries have followed tradi- 
tion in preparing entertainment 
for his Queen. This year is the 
exception.

POLISH COURT 
WEIGHS FATE OF 
POZNAN ROTER 


3 Accused of Killing # 


Security Guard — 
Death Penalty Not 
Asked by Prosecutor. 


POZNAN, Poland, Oct. 3 (UP) 
—A three-man court today 
weighed the fate of three work- 
ers accused of killing a secur- 
ity guard during the June Poz- 
nan riots. A decision is ex- 
pected tomorrow. 

The major trial in the series 
stemming from the rioting in 
which at least 53 persons were 
killed ended yesterday on a 
surprise note. The prosecutor 
did not demand the death pen- 
alty. 

State Prosecutor M. Leh- 
mann’s summation was largely 


an apology for the conditions 
that led to the three days of 
disorders which erupted in the 
west Polish city last June 28. 

Lehmann demanded only 
“severe” sentences for the 
three accused men, although he 
could have pressed for the 
death penalty. 

“Criminals must be brought 
to trial and punished, he said. 

But “it is a tragedy that there 


existed circumstances causing 
the Poznan workers to stage a 
demonstration,” Lehmann said. 
“Responsibility for this crime 
does not fall on the working 
class of Poznan.” 

He said the trial “does not 
put an end to the pelitical prob- 
lem involved.” It does not “con- 
stitute a summing up of June 28 
nor does it justify the acts “of 
the three defendants, Josef 
Foltynowiczz, Kasimir Zurek 
and Jerzy Sroka, They were 
charged with beating to death

Izdebny. 

The defense argued that the 
policeman’s death was a “re- 
sult of the mistakes made by 
the security forces in Poland 
in the past” and appealed for 
“Jenient and just” penalties. 

The trial was highlighted by 
charges from the defendants 
that police beat them to obtain 
confessions. The prosecutor an- 
nounced that an investigation 
of police brutality was being 
made. 

Two other trials continued. 
Twenty-two persons are ac- 
cused of lesser crimes in con-

will overlook the nice things said and think only of the 
criticism. He will defend his work. He will cite master- 
pieces which have the features that have been criticized. 

He will emphasize the care and labor he has put into 
the work and express his disappointment that, in spite of 
the effort, it should provoke unfavorable criticism. 

He will go around among his friends telling them how 
his work has been torn to pieces. They will assure him 
the criticism is uncalled for. They will declare that the 
critic went out looking for trouble; that the critic has never 
liked anything anyway. 

So the person criticized will begin to suspect that the 
criticism is not sincere, but is inspired by jealousy. He 
will lay it to the fact that the critic is bitter because 
he couldn't do as well himself. 

So, while the critic has done his best to make his 
criticism constructive, it has turned out to be destructive. 
Though he has tried not to do so, he has bruised the feel- 
ings of the person criticized. A coolness will have sprung 
up that cannot easily be removed. 

After such an experience the critic may ask himself 
what is the use of trying to be tactful. When next asked 
to be critical, he will be tempted to speak his mind and 
say: “I think it's terrible.”

Words, Wit and Wisdom —By William Morris 


The Twenty-Year Word. 


OW would you feel if your 

life depended on the inter- 

pretation of a single word? 
And how would you feel if that 
were.a word on whose interpre- 
tation neither legal experts nor 
grammarians could agree? 


Well, that’s the situation fac- 
ing one Miguel Walker, a New 
Yorker convicted of second-de- 
gree murder and sentenced to 
20 to 22 years in Sing Sing. 
The section of the Penal Code 
under. which he was sentenced 
states that the judge “shall” 
sentence the guilty person to 
such a term. The State Correc- 
tion Department contends that 
“shall” in this context should 
be interpreted as “must” and 
holds that the presiding judge 
had no option but to hand down 
such a sentence. 

The defendant’s attorneys, 
however, say that the phrase 
should be interpreted as mean- 
ing that the judge “may” give 
such a sentence: As matters 
now stand, the case is being 
appealed and it may be some 
time before a final decision is 
reached. 

I have been asked by several 
readers whether, in my opinion, 
“shall” should be interpreted as 
“must” or “may” in this in- 
stance. On the basis of admit- 
tedly incomplete evidence—just 
what I have recounted above— 
my verdict would be that “shall” 
here was intended to be inter- 
pretted as “must.” 


It’s perfectly true, of course, | 


that “shall” and “will” are used 
interchangeably in ordinary con- 
versation and tn much popular 
writing. But there is a distinc- 
tion observed by caréful speak- 
ers and writers, and I think we 
must assume that it is a distinc- 


tion that authors of the Penal 
Code would observe. The dis- 
tinction is, in the words of the 
World Webster Dictionary, that 
“shall is used to express fu- 
turity in the first person, and 
determination, compulsion, obli- 
gation or necessity in the sec- 
ond and third persons.” 

It seems to me clear, then, 
that no idea of “simple fu- 
turity” was in the minds of 
those who drafted the law. Far 
more likely is it that they pur- | 
posely chose “shall” to express | 
“determination, compulsion, ob- | 
ligation or necessity.” 


Now we can all relax—every- | 


one but Miguel Walker, that is 
—and see if the learned judges 
agree with my verdict.

Y ESTERDAY I mentioned the | 


thick beds of igneous rock 
which exists in certain 
American states, including Ore- 
gon and Washington. Other 
mighty beds are found in India, 
northern Great Britain and 
northern Ireland. 
Q. What kinds of rock are 
produced by lava and other ma- 
terial from volcanoes? 


A. ‘Chiefly basalt, but also 
rhyolite, obsidian, pumice and 
a few others. 

Much of the basalt is black, 
but we also have green, brown 
and dark gray-basalt. 

Obsidian is glass which may 
be described as “natural.” It 
comes from lava which cools 
quickly and which has had most 
of the gas pressed out of it. 

Pumice also is a glassy form 
of hard lava, but it is made 
under little pressure. When 
the gas inside the upper parts 
of a mass of lava escapes while 
the lava is hardening, it leaves 
many small holes. 

In some cases, the upper 
parts of a mass of hot lava 
turn into white or light gray 
pumice while the lower parts 
become dark obsidian. 

Q. What about granite? 

A. The hard rock called gran- 
ite was formed under 
ground. It came from the mol- 
ten rock known as magma. 
this case the magma cooled 
and hardened without coming
